low the same pattern: "I believe they will." 
'An American newsman asked Stalin, in writing: 
"Would your excellency be prepared to confer 
with president 


Truman at a mutually suitable place to discuss the possibility of 
concluding such a pact of peace ?"^.- 
"I have already stated before 
that there is no objection to a 
meeting." 


One foreign diplomat comment- 


ed:"Truman has said he'll be glad 
to meet Stalin in Washington any- 
time. Now Stalin says there is 
no objection to a meeting, but no- 
tice, the answer is general.

does not specify there, or even at 
a mutually suitable place." 


The Russian leader also said the 
Soviet government would be will- 
ing to discuss a joint declaration 
of peaceful intentions and gradual 
disarmament.

Washington',1 Jan. 31—(J5P)—- 


Secretary of Labor Maurice To- 
bin went to Congress today and 
urged that the Taft-Hartley law be 
replaced "by a law "encouraging 
free collective* bargaining." 


He told the senate labor com- 
mittee in a prepared statement 
that the administration's labor bill 
would encourage it. 


When labor and management 
are "assured once again" that this 
is our nation^ labor policy, To- 
bin said, "they will, I feel sure, 
comply with the procedures pro- 
vided in th» feill." 


Spectators, newspapermen, and 


photographers jammed the small 
committee room where the hear- 
ings are being held. 


Before Tobin read his statment, 
there was an exchange among the 
committee members. 


Senator Taft 
(R-Ohio) 
noted 
that he had introduced 15 or IS 
amendments last Thursday to a 
bill by Chairman Elbert Thomas 
(D-Utah) junking the T-H act. 


Taft said his amendments had 
not been printed and placed be- 
fore the committee. He wanted to 
know if consideration of them was 
within, the "scope" of'the hear- 
ings. 


Thomas- said they 
were, • but 
that he did not kno'w if they \vere1 
within the "scope" of the Feb- 
ruary 10 deadline set for 'ending1 
the hearings. 


Senator Aiken (R-Vt) asked it 
the time limit would "take prece- 
dence" 
over 
everything, else. 


Thomas said it would. 
Senator Smith 
(R-NJ) 
com- 


mented that there is danger of. a 
"planned conflict" today m this 
country which "is the very thing 
the Communists want 
to 
bring 
about." He said what is needed 13 
legislation to bring about a "iiiora 
cooperative attitude between man- 
agement and labor." 


The administration's measure- 
unveiled Saturday—would wipe out 
most of the Tait-Hartley law and 
substitute something closer to the 
Wagner Act of 1935. 
One Taft- 
Hartley feature 
that would be 
killed would be the government's 
power to get 80-day court orders 
to delay ''national emergency"' 
strikes. 


To replace that power, i_he bill 
provides ior emergency boards to 
recommend settlements ot disputes 
in vital industries. 
Both sides 


would be asked to observe a volun- 
tary "cooling ofi" penoci of ncrt 
more than 30 days during v.hich. 
there would be no strike or loclr 
out. 


Tobin said the Taft-Hartley law 


of 1947 "deals with collective bar- 
gaining as if it is inimical to the 
public interest instead of the foun- 
dation of our national labor pol- 
icy." 


He also 
said 
this law tas 
"brought confusion" into the field 
of labor relations and has "unnec- 
essarily limited the rights of worJc- 
ers to strike." 


After this assault, Tobin argued 
that the administration bill "reg- 
ulates collective bargaining onlv 
where restraints are needed and 
practicable." 


He said the bill "seeks to develop 
a system of labor relations under 
which both labor and 
manage- 


ment, with the friendly assistance 
of government, can live together 
and solve their own problems."

of Yale University School of Medi- 
cine. 
,Dr. Strong and his wife 
have 


just returned from Europe, where 
they spent three

months visiting 
ten

countries and delivering 27 differ- 
ent lectures. 
It will interest his many friends 


in this section to know that 
he 


has been appointed guest profes- 
sor at the University 
of Heidel- 


berg, U. S. Zone in Germany, for 
the soring term, April 1-July 1, 
under" the U. S. Army reonenta- 
tion program. 


Dr. Strong's field of endeavor is 


cancer research and his latest ac- 
complishment is the production of 
mice with a 
strong 
resistance 


against malignant tumors produc- 
ed by chemical injections. 


He discusses 
his 
efforts 
at 


length in the following article ap- 
pearing in "Science" 
magazine, 


the weekly journal of the Ameri- 
can Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science: 


Re "tance of the mice to 
tu- 


mors is significant oecause it may 
possibly provide a means of con- 
trolling cancer. 


Dr. Strong points out that "if 


there be any "possibility of ever 
eventually controlling cancer, it is 
now time to discuss not suscepti- 
buity to cancer in experimental 
animals, but resistance to cancer." 
His experiments with mice also 
indicate that tumor-resistance is 
influenced by the age of the moth- 
er. He discovered that littres of 


j mice, all born of the same 
fe- 
| male, showed marked difference in 
| resistance. The resistance of the 
offspring is strongest in young 


breedirg 
femaler 
and 
weakens 


with the advancing age of the fe-! 
male.

Dr. Strong says that tumor re-1

From all evidence now at hand, Dr. | 
Strong concludes that the resist-

used three groups of mice born of 
the same parents, with about S5 
mice in each group.

The test to determine tumor- 


resistance of the mice then oe- 
gan. Each mouse at the age of 
60 days received an injection of 
methylcholanthrene, 
a 
powerful 


tumor-producing: drug. 


How many of the mice would 


develop tumors ? How soon after 
the injection would tney develop 
tumors ? These were the two ques- 
tions that were to be answered in 
experiments lasting more than two 
years. 


The results showed a striking 


difference in both the number of 
mice affected, and the age of the 
mice at which the tumor appeared. 
At the end of 130 days after the 
injection, for example, three times 
as many mice of Group 3 had tu- 
mors than had the mice of Group 
l. In other words, mice born of 
the older mother lias less resist- 
ance to tumors than had 
mice 


born of the younger mother. 


Here, then, were different reac- 


tions in brother-and-sister mice, 
all born of the same parents, and

MARCH OF DIMES 


Only once annually does the National Foundation-for 


Infantile Paralysis conduct a campaign for collection of 
funds, this appeal being designated as the March of 
Dimes and usually set for the period of January 14-31. 
Through the funds collected is carried on the work of diag- 
nosis, care of patients and provision of equipment. One- 
half of all money collected is kept in the country; the 
other half going to national headquarters as a reserve 
for research, equipment, and for use of those areas whose 
own funds have been depleted by epidemic or other cause 
may thus call on headquarters for help. 


This past year Warren county has had only three new 


cases, one boy from Spring Creek still being treated at 
Zem Zem Hospital in Erie. Because polio patients often 
need care over a long period of time, the cost per patient 
may reach into thousands of dollars. 
Sometimes this 


care is needed for years after the initial attack. This year, 
besides helping the three new persons afflicted, the War- 
ren County Chapter paid for care of several who had 
polio, one two, three and more years ago. One hospital 
bill of over $1,600 was paid for a patient in Chandlers 
Valley; one for about $1,800 for a Lander lad who is 
still at Zem Zem. Braces and a vibrator were pur- 
chased for a small boy living in Hemlock, and a packer 
was purchased for Warren General Hospital for use by 
any one needing it. The local chapter pays bills for all 
citizens of the county, regardless of where they are hos- 
pitalised or for how long they may need care... It may 
be years and, in some cases, the state takes over the 
:are of crippled children in need of surgery, but surgery 
tor adults, and physical therapy is a problem for the 
Foundation. 


National headquarters of the Foundation has issued 


a. bulleting warning that failure of this year's March of 
Dimes to go over the top will mean that either research 
or care will surfer—a calamity that must not occur be- 
cause we have failed to do our part. The 1949 March of 
Dimes closes today but there is stil] time to get your 
contribution to your chapter officials, to the Zonta Club 
or to Chuck Tranter's "Please Play" competition over 
WNAE. 


"BLACK DAHLIA" NONSENSE 


About two years ago, a y&ung woman was killed in 


Los Angeles, California, and the newspapers of the coun- 
try gave their headlines to playing up the death of the
